oſt for gathering: which doth force this courſe to bee taken, aſſuring all perſons to 
wlom it ſhalappertaine,thut duc execution of che ſune wil be followed with eflect, 


vppon the offenders.

that then the ſayde hygh Conſtables oz Zything men, ſhall fo:fayt and loſe fine 
pounds of lawfull money of England, fo thoſe of the poꝛe of the ſame place, to 
be ſued fo2 , by and in the name of two of the nert Juſtices to the ſapd place oz 
places, being out of Cities, Wozoughes, and Townes co2pozate : if within, then 
by the Mapoꝛ, Baplifes, oz other head officers of the ſayd Cities, Boꝛoughes, oz 
Townes coꝛpoꝛate, in any Court of reco2d 02 Lo2ds Court, by action of debt, bill, 
plo nt, 02 infozmation, in which no eſſoigne, p:otection, oz wager of law ſhalbe 
allowed. 

And further be it enacted, that the ſapd Ccllectours,and euerp of them, ſo to For the col- 
be choſen, as is afozcſayd,ſhall make their iuſt accompt halfe yerely of their ſapd lectours ac- 
collection and gather ing, to two Juſticcs of the place, dwellyng nert to the ſayd compt. 
abpding place o2 places, not bæing within any Cit ie, Boꝛough, 02 Towne coz- 
po:ate: oz to the Bayo2, Shiriffes, oz other cheefe officers, of the ſapd Cities, 
Boꝛoughes, o: Townes co2pozatc : and when they goe out of their offices, they 
ſhall deltuer , 02 cauſe to bee deliuered fo2th with vpon their accompts , all ſuch 
ſurpluſages of their collection 2 gathering, as ſhall then remaine vndiſtributed, 
to be oꝛdered by the ſayd Juſtices, PMapoꝛs, Bayphifes,o2 other head officers,vpon 
the ſapde payne of tenne pounds. If any ſuch Collectour ſhall refuſe to make his 
ſapd accompt, oꝛ neglect the ſame, by the ſpace of ſourtene daies after requeſt to 
him therfoze made: then the ſaid two Julkices,02 one of them,. to commit the ſayd 
Collectours to the next gaole foz the ſapd Countic, there to remapne without 
bayle oꝛ mainpꝛiſe, tyll he haue made his ſapd accompt, immediat payment and 
delpuerie of all ſuch ſurpluſages as he hath reccaued. 

And bee it further enaced,that if any perſon oꝛ perſons, being able to further For refuſing 
this charitable woꝛke, will obſtinatly refuſe to gine towards p help and relefe to giue tothe 
of p ſayd poꝛe people, oꝛ do wilfully diſcourage others from ſo charitable a dede: poore,or diſ- 
the ſapd obſtinate perſon 02 willfull diſcourager, ſhal pꝛeſently be bꝛought befoꝛe couraging o- 
two Juſtices of the peace,whercof one to be of the Quorum, of the ſame Countic, tliers. 
to ſhew the cauſe of his obſtinate refuſall, oꝛ wilfull diſcouragement, and to as 
byde ſuch oꝛder therein, as the ſayd Juſtices ſhall appoynt : if he rcfuſe ſo to do, 
then to be committed to the nert gaole foꝛ the ſayd hire, there to remapne vn⸗ 
till be be contented with their ſayd oꝛder, and do perfozme the lame.
